3. Claims 1 , 3-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Zhao 
et al (Pat. No. 6,756,938). 

Zhao et al teach a computer readable medium, a communications system, and a 
method for estimating altitude of a communications device including the steps of 
providing a two-dimensional location estimate (col 3, lines 6-12) of the communications 
device, and estimating (col 2, lines 54+) the altitude of the communications device 
based at least on altitude of at least two antenna of a communications system, and on 
the two-dimensional location estimate (col 3, lines 6-12) of the communication device, 
the communications device communicating with the communications system via at least 
two antenna. 

With regard to claims 22-27, and 43, Zhao et al teach a method for providing 
location assistance information including estimating (col 2, lines 54+) an altitude for the 
communications device based at least on altitude information of at least one antenna, 
and determining (fig. 2; fig. 4-5) location assistance information based on a two- 
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dimensional location estimate (col 3, lines 6-12) and the altitude estimate for the 
communications device.
